to picture in their minds the 
young Kennedy and the squat 
Ukranian sitting down together to 
make an uneasy cold-war peace, 
or to break off into war. 


There already is uneasiness in 
Republican ranks. Will the paraly- 
sis at Paris extend to the Eisen- 
hower administration’s political 
powers? Will the image of the 
GOP as the party strong enough, 
and skillful enough, to stand off 
Khrushchev and maintain peace 
be shattered? Will the shadow of 
the newest Soviet satellite, weigh- 
ing nearly 10,000 pounds, create a 
rebellion against the leadership 
which seemingly has allowed us 
to fall far behind in the race for 
space? 


These questions arise out of the 
cebris at Paris. 


None Can Tell 


None can tell how the American 
people will react. It could be 
they will fall away from the Pres- 
ident. Certainly the adminis‘ra- 
tion has been most awkward. “he 
White House has given the im- 
pression of not knowing what was 
going on. 


It is an easy matter, in time 
of failure, to cry that we need 
“policy.”” But it does seem to 
many Americans relevant and fair 
to ask why the government did 
not have a policy to cover the 
possibility that one of the re- 
connaissance flights into, or across 
Russia, might go as badly wrong 
as did the recent one involving 
Pilot Powers. Since there was 
no policy, the United States 
blundered almost incredibly into 
the false statements which have 
badly damaged our national 
credibility and the President’s 
prestige. 


Equally disturbing and belated, 
was the need to clarify the Pres- 
ident’s statement as made by 
Secretary Herter that the United 
States would continue patrol 
flights into Russia. At Paris Mr. 
Eisenhower said this meant only 
that the United States would not 
shirk responsibility for obtaining 
intelligence, and was not a policy 
of continuing espionage flights. 


There is no blinking the fact 
this is the picture of an admin- 
istration caught in dangerous in- 
eptness. 


But there is no love for Nikita 
Khrushchev, and there is recog- 
nition of the hypocrisy of his 
present reliance on international 
law and the UN charter. The 
American people might well re- 
sent this and rally to the Pres- 
ident and his party. 


Democratic Side 


On the Democratic side, Sen. 
Kennedy suddenly has his youth, 
his ill-advised statement of a 
few months ago on the Algerian 
war, and his lack of experience 
in any field save that of the 
Congress, all brought sharply into 
focus.

PARIS—The general reaction in Paris Monday

On the open record there was a 
crisis of impressive proportions. 
Nikita Khrushchev, premier of 
the Soviet Union, had accused the 
President of the United States of 
“treachery.” 


He had demanded that the gov- 
ernment of the United States 
apologize to the Soviet Union for 
sending planes over Soviet terri- 
tory, promise never to do it again 
and punish the people responsible. 
This was, in effect, a request that 
President Eisenhower punish or 
maybe even impeach himself.

MOSCOW — The grim turn of 
events in Paris and Premier 
Khrushchev’s cancellation of the 
invitation to President Eisenhow- 
er aroused great surprise and 
consternation among Russians 
who heard the news Monday 
night. 


Phrases like ‘‘bad news’’ and 
“‘terrible’’ were heard as often as, 
“Khrushchev is absolutely right.”’ 


Until the moment the Soviet 
leader’s statement was released 
here Monday night, Russians had 
been placing great faith in the 
summit meeting and expressing 
the hope- the President would 
come as scheduled on June 10. 


The Khrushchev statement was 
read to the nation at half-hour in- 
tervals on radio and television. 
Crowds gathered around radios in 
hotels and even on the streets be- 
side automobiles. For the most 
part they listened in silence. 


The Soviet propaganda appara- 
tus, however, swung rapidly into 
action. Tass, the Soviet news 
agency, distributed quotations at- 
tributed to workers throughout 
the country to justify the report 
that Khrushchev’s move had been 
received ‘with enormous  ap- 
proval.”’ 


No public statement by any So- 
viet citizen, of course, is ever dis- 
approving of official policy. 


“The voice of Nikita Sergeya- 
vich is the voice of the whole 
Soviet people,”’ said one Tass 
headline. “‘We are not begging, 
we are demanding peace,”’ said

WASHINGTON—Premier Khru- 
shchev’s performance in Paris 
Monday has not only outraged 


Washington but also created a 
new political imponderable in the 
presidential campaign. 


On the Senate floor, members 
of both parties angrily denounced 
the Soviet leader in unusually 
tough language for what was 
everywhere regarded as a calcu- 
lated insult aimed at wrecking 
the summit conference. 


At the same time, Democrats 
and Republicans were debating 
sotto voce whether he had also 
wrecked the ‘“‘peace issue’ for 
Vice President Nixon's presiden- 
tial campaign this fall. 


Few political leaders wanted to 
be caught talking partisan poli- 
tics while the shock waves were 
still rolling in from Paris, but the 
consensus in private conversation 
was that the framework for the 
coming American political debate 
had been recast Monday by Khru- 
shchev. 


For more than a year, Demo- 
cratic leaders have been worry- 
ing how to deal with a Nixon 
candidacy profiting from  eco- 
nomic prosperity at home and the 
warming glow of international 
goodwill radiating from Moscow. 
Most people agreed Monday the 
era of good feeling has probably 
been shut off for the duration of 
the campaign, opening new prob- 
lems and possibilities for both 
parties. 


The first hints of political re- 
adjustments were quick to appear 
Monday. Republicans, who have 
been arguing until now that Nixon 
shared credit for the easing of re- 
lations with Moscow, were saying 
privately Monday that he would

Ike Signs 
Aged-Care 
Tax Break 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has signed legis- 
lation giving an estimated 50-mil- 
lion-dollar-a-year tax break to 
persons paying medical bills for 
dependent parents 65 or older. 


The White House said the Presi- 
dent signed the bill Saturday be- 
fore taking off for the summit 


conference at Paris. It permits 
taxpayers who Itemize their tax 
deductions to subtract all medi- 
cal expenses for parents 65 or 
older except money spent for 
drugs. 


The new law waives a restric-| 
tion which allows deductions only| » 
of those medical expenses in ex- 
cess of 3 per cent of adjusted 
gross income. 


Taxpayers 65 or older whq pay 
their own medical bills get the 
same deductions. 


However, neither group is ex- 


ducting expenses for drugs except 
costs in excess of 1 per cent of 
adjusted gross income. 


The new law, which was rec- 
omended by the administration, 
sped through Congress with little 
debate. 


Its enactment came asthe 
House Ways & Means Committee 
continued closed-door study of 
rival administration and Demo- 
cratic proposals for unprecedented 
government intervention on a.-. 
broad scale to help finance medi- | 
cal care for most of the 16 mil- 
lion persons 65 and older.

Darken Prospects for Negotiated Peace 


There is no way to downgrade the 
seriousness of the world situation after 
the paralysis of the summit meeting fol- 
lowing the Khrushchev ultimatum. 

He demands the United States declare 
regret for the U2 flight, promise no others 
will be made, and take disciplinary action 
against those responsible. Along with it 
went a withdrawal of the invitation to 
President Eisenhower to visit the Soviet 
Union in June. 

There is no profit in saying anything 
save the truth about the U.S. position. 
We are deeply mired diplomatically, and 
in world opinion, in the morass of our 
own blunders. 


President Eisenhower, whose prestige 
has received a damaging blow, has sought 
to ameliorate the situation by declaring 
the disastrous U2 flight to be the last 
and by saying the statement made re- 
cently by Secretary of State Herter that 
Russian secrecy made further flights nec- 
essary, was misunderstood. 


It did not mean there would be more 
flights, the President said, but only that 
the United States would not shirk its re- 
sponsibility to safeguard against surprise 
attack. 

Unhappily, 
originally clear.

Brakes Are Advisable 
On School Patrol Trip 


Chief Jenkins has acted with the re- 
sponsibility we expect from public offi- 
cials in recommending to the school board 
that the annual school Safety Patrol trip 
to Washington be abandoned, or that boys 
only make the journey with each school 
limiting its number. 


The Safety Patrol has no greater 
booster than the chief and his staff. But 
he would not be doing his duty to the 
fathers and mothers if he did not act 
responsibly. The fact is the local units are 
too large and their safety and supervision 
is beyond the capacity of the present 
staff. It is no small thing to be responsi- 
ble for thousands of youngsters, on long 
trains, and in many hotels. 


Georgia has for years taken pride in 
the fact tHat she had more children at 
Washington than any other state. Now 
we see this is not a matter of pride but of 
excess. Other states limit their patrols. 
The idea is not to have the greatest num- 
ber, but to send to Washington a care- 
fully selected group which has earned the 
right through classroom and safety per- 
formance. Fifty-six disappointed young- 
sters were left behind this year, indicat- 
ing that the number increases and is 
about out of hand. 


Perhaps the answer is to send a much 
smaller unit to Washington—and to ar- 
range other trips to take care of those 
not appearing in Washington. This is 
a matter for the schools. When they nomi- 
nate so many that 56 have to be left be- 
hind the chief’s urging that the brakes be 
applied is obviously necessary.

But a heavy obligation is 
on him to act with the utmost maturity 
and not be driven by Soviet arrogance 
into any excess of reply. 

At this writing the Soviet ultimatum 
apparently means they will not negoti- 
ate with President Eisenhower. The sug- 
gestion, and the deliberate blow at his 
prestige, is that they will be glad to re- 
sume sessions when he is out of office. 
A worried world will await the morrow. 

Profound U.S. political reactions are 
wrapped up in this failure. But this must 
not be allowed to become a major con- 
sideration. Whatever our diplomatic vul- 
nerability and prestige loss, the need for 
national unity is immediate and impera- 
tive,

then the Eisenhower administration would 
suffer serious erosion at its political base. 
While Mr. Nixon is not responsible, he 
would have the greatest difficulty in dis- 
associating himself from it and his posi- 
tion would deteriorate. Should further 
events contribute to an acceleration of 
this condition, there conceivably could be 
a convention shift to Gov.

This presently is a remote possibility. 
Only extreme bad luck and a semi-na- 
tional disaster, doing great harm to us all, 
could produce it.

The GOP is fortunate to have him 
coming along. He will be a major factor 
in the party’s politics and 1964 almost 
certainly will see him its nominee if the 
Democrats win in 1960.

BONN—There is, I find here in Bonn, an 
unexpected answer to the anxious question so 
often raised in the United States: 


What will 


happen when the 84-year-old Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, stead- 
fast ally of the West, is no longer at the head of the government? 


With Adenauer not on the scene, 
will leadership slip into weak, 
more venturesome hands? Will 
German policy veer into a form 
of neutralism which could give 
Moscow new opportunities to di- 
vide and draw Western Europe 
into its orbit? 

Obviously everyone will not an- 
swer these questions in exactly 
the same way. But there is a 
concensus among those inside and 
outside the government and 
among European and American 
correspondents who really know 
what is going on. It is this: 

1. There is no evident heir 
apparent to Chancellor Adenauer. 
Adenauer himself could not name 
his successor at this point even 
if he wanted to—and he doesn’t. 

2. No questionable successor to 
Adenauer is anywhere on the

A Soviet spokesman reported 
that no action was contemplated 
on West Berlin or Germany, in- 
cluding the conclusion of a sep- 
arate peace treaty with the East 
German republic, for six of the 
eight months that Khrushchev 
wants to elapse before the big 
four meet. 


PROGRESS AT GENEVA 

The tri-power (Soviet Union,

During the exchanges after the 
formal speeches, it developed, 
according to Charles E. Bohlen, 
the State department's expert on 
Soviet affairs, that Khrushchev 
did not regard Monday’s meet- 
ing as a summit conference.

flights were deeply involved with 
the internal policies of the Soviet 
Union.

“He could hardly 
ignore these threats to continue 
to violate Soviet airspace and 
preserve his leadership at home.” 


Senate Republicans almost uni- 
versally argued that the day’s 
events were motivated by Khru- 
shchev’s fear of the effect Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's ‘“‘warm person- 
ality’’ would have on the Russian 
people. 


The single overriding response 
common to all factions in both 
parties, however, was outrage 
over Khrushchev’s insult to the 
President and its apparent de- 
struction of the summit meeting. 
On this point there was no par- 
tisanship Monday.

Ike Keeps His Temper in Public, 
Explodes at Embassy in Private 


PARIS (#—President Eisenhower kept his famed temper in 
check at Monday’s summit conference meeting. 


But afterward in private he exploded with fury over Soviet Pre- 


mier Khrushchev’s tactics. 


That is the word from Eisenhower asgociates who either were 
with the President in the summit session or with him when he 
returned to the American Embassy residence. 


“Angry isn’t the word for it—he was absolutely furious,” an 
official reported regarding Eisenhower’s reaction in private. 
But the official added that even though furious the President 


was determined to give Khrushchev every opportunity to retreat 
from what Eisenhower regards as an insulting stand. 


“At the same time, however, the American delegation was pic- 
tured as having scarcely any expectation’ that the Kremlin chief 
will do any meaningful back-tracking. 


“nuclear Pearl Harbor.” Last 
week’s state department declara- 
tion that such activities were justi- 
fied, with its broad implication 
that they would be continued, had 
been used to mount a Republican 
initiative against domestic critics. 


President Eisenhower sawed 
some of his followers off this limb 
Monday when he announced that 
the spy flights would not be re- 
sumed. Nixon, for one, had de- 
fended the flights as necessary 
during a New York television ap- 
pearance Sunday night. 


Other obvious areas of political 
debate were opened by the 
Khrushchev decision. With the 
prospect of tightening world ten- 
sions over the next few months, 
the muted debate over the missile 
gap seemed due for resuscitation. 


Khrushchev’s broad suggestion 
that he would prefer to negotiate 
with the next president opened 


the door on- another area of po- 
litical debate: Who is the best 
man to deal with Moscow? 


Khrushchev’s manner suggested 
still another line of political at- 
tack, and Senator Kennedy 
(Mass), candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination, was quick to 
seize it Monday. Khrushchev’s 
“almost contemptuous indiffer- 
ence” toward the President, he 
said, indicated Soviet belief that 
they had military superiority over 
the United States. 


Stevenson’s statement suggested 
stil another line of attack: 
against “‘blundering” conduct of 
international affairs. 


Whatever the long-term effect 
on the great international issues, 
Khrushchev’s conduct in Paris 
Monday has changed the atmos- 
phere for the coming presidential 
campaign in ways that neither 
party had foreseen. 


Ike Halted 
Spy Flights 
Last Week 


PARIS (UPI) —President Ei- 
senhower ordered a halt to high 
altitude reconnaisance flights 
over Russia last Thursday, it was 
disclosed Monday night. 

The Eisenhower instructions 
were given to Defense Secretary 
Thomas S. Gates Jr., and Gen. 


Nathan F. Twining, chairman of 
the U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Announcement of the Eisenhow- 
er order was made shortly after 
he concluded a 30-minute meeting 
at the American Embassy resi- 
dence with British Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan. Macmillan saw 
French President Charles de 
Gaulle earlier and scheduled a 
meeting Monday night with Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev. 

The decision by the President 
to halt the U2 plane flights was 
made for two primary reasons, 
according to United States 
sources. 


One was the fact that not only 
the United States, but her allies, 
having American bases on their 
soil, were under propaganda at- 
tack and the threat of Russian 
rocketry in the immediate after- 
math of the Russian announce- 
ment that the plane had been 
shot down. 


The second reason was that Ei- 
senhower wanted to save the dis- 
closure of the flight suspension

In fact, nobody here thought 
Monday morning that it was pos- 
sible for the Soviet Union to equal 
what were widely condemned as 
the blunders of the United States 
in the last two weeks, but the con- 
clusion here Monday night was 
that Khrushchev actually topped 
them. 


It was perfectly clear that the 
Soviet leader did not come here 
to negotiate but to attack, not to 
remove difficulties with the Unit- 
ed States but to exploit them, not 
to reach a _ reconciliation with 
President Eisenhower but to kick 
him when he was down. 


This astonished Paris. Most ob- 
servers Started out Monday morn- 
ing condemning Eisenhower for 
the clumsiness of the whole U2 
incident and ended the day by 
sympathizing with him. Khrush- 


chev’s savage attack was respon- | 


sible for this transformation. In- 
stead of dividing the allies, who 
were already divided despite their 
protestations to the contrary, 
Khrushchev united them. 


This leaves the intriguing ques- 
tion of why Khrushchev chose to 
perform as he did. One persistent 
answer to this in the French capi- 
tal was that Khrushchev did not 
make the choice by himself but 
that he was under strong pres- 
sure from the Soviet hierarchy to 
use the U2 case to further Mos- 
cew’'s policy on Berlin. 


After Khrushchev threw out his 


thunderbolt at the Elysee Palace, 
his henchmen were at great pains 


to explain to reporters that this

So long, too, as the policy of 
personal diplomacy and interna- 
tional goodfellowship helped pro- 
mote the possibility of an accom-

On such a technicality, Khrush- 
chevy not only could claim that 
the summit conference had not 
been broken off since it had not 
formally opened but he also could 
use it as an excuse for postpon- 
ing his threat to conclude a sep- 
arate peace treaty with East 
Germany. 


For while Khrushchev has de- 
clared his intent to do so if he got 
no. satisfaction from the West 
there is a strong feeling among 
diplomatic experts in Moscow that 
the premier sees more problems 
than blessings in such an eventu- 
ality. 


NEW CRISIS POSSIBLE 


An East German, here in Paris 
as a newsman covering the con- 
ference although he is attached 
to Premier Otto Grotewohl’s of- 
fice, said Monday that Khrush- 
chev “of course” would push 
through a separate peace treaty 
but that it was much too early to 
say when, since the conference is 
not considered by the Kremlin 
technically to have broken up. And 
there were some westerners who 
were not placated by the Soviet 
assurances that no new German 
crisis would be raised following 
Monday’s events.

PANIC OF WHITES 


Where it has happened, it has 
usually resulted from the panic 
of white homeowners—sometimes 
induced by unscrupulous real es- 
tate promoters—who sold out at 
a loss and fled, leaving a vacuum 
into which Negroes poured. Where 
whites have accepted a few Ne- 
gro families as part of the nor- 
mal, turnover they have found no 
substantial change in the charac- 
ter of the neighborhood, or in 
property values, and they have 
often found the Negro newcomers 
as anxious as they to keep the 
area from going all-black and 
declining into a slum.

Back .of these practical consid-

standards and ultimately to whole-

PERPETUAL SEGREGATION 


Although all public housing is 
now theoretically unsegregated, 
and a considerable armount in 
fringe neighborhoods is so in fact, 
it still follows that the program 
will tend to perpetuate segre- 
gated neighborhoods. Even when 
cleared slum land is put to non- 
residential use and the former 
residents of the area are physical- 
ly relocated some distance away 
the separate pattern is likely to 
re-emerge. Indeed, the evidence 
is quite clear thaf Negroes of the 
lower income and attainment 
level will huddle together by 
choice, even without the strictures 
of prejudice. 


Lester Granger of the Urban 
League conceded this when he 
said: “So long as we have this 
continuing flood of migrants in 
New York, we would need Harlem 
and other substantially segre- 
gated neighborhoods as receiving 
depots if no other reason. People 
want to, and probably need to, 
stay among their own kind when 
they are strangers trying to make 
a new life in unfamiliar sur- 
- | roundings.” | 


No one, then; has reason to as- 
sume, that the segregated Negro 
sections of the great cities will 
disappear any time soon—al- 
though in every one of them in- 
ternal improvement of: environ- 
ment and services is a matter of 
urgent public business. 


The great, unresolved problem 
is te make provision for the in- 
creasing number of Negro fami- 
lies who have climbed the ladder 
to the middle class. Like their 
white counterparts, who emerged 
from the same ghettos a genera- 
tion or more before them, they 
want to remove themselves and 


‘their children from the slums, 
sale miscegenation. It is on this) 


and they have income sufficient to 
pay their own way. Except fot a 
hardy few in the higher income 
brackets, however, they are sim- 
ply denied the right to move as 
they see fit. 


THE POINT SYSTEM 


Other ethnic and religious mi- 
norities have encountered the 
same barriers in the past—and 
for some, notably Jews, some re- 
strictions still exist. But no other 
American suffers restraints on 
his mobility comparable to those 
reserved for non-whites. The at- 
torney general of Michigan not 
long ago publicized an elaborate 
scale employed by real estate 
operators and property owners in 
the select suburbs of Grosse Point 
to determine acceptability of 
prospective home purchasers. 


The computations were based 
on such matters as accent, 
swarthiness, dress, manner, edu- 
cational attainment, and the like, 
and the minimum passing grade 
was 50 out of a possible 100 points. 
There was no provision for Ne- 
groes at all. 


POOR HOUSING 


The 1950 census provided these 
measurements: 


More than 60 per cent of all 
urban Negro families lived in sub- 
standard dwellings—units either 
dilapidated or lacking minimum 
sanitary facilities. The whites in 
such dwellings were less than 20 
per cent. 


More than a third of urban 
dwellings occupied -by Negroes 
were classified as crowded by a 
rather primitive standard, that is 
containing more persons than 
rooms. Only one white family in 
eight lived under similar condi- 
tions. 

There is no reason to believe 
that the data currently being col- 
lected by the census-takers will 
substantially alter this dismal

There has been, of course, a) 
sporadic public assault on the |!

decades, and tangible ressults can 
be seen in every city. Harlem 
provides a notable example, with 
great areas of mouldering tene- 
ments sawed away to make room 
for low-rent public housing and 
so-called Title One medium-in- 
come private housing. The process 
is so well-advanced that the dis- 
trict, river-ound in its upper 
reaches, may actually show a 
decline in population as a result 
of the resulting wholesale reduc- 
tions in population density. 


The trouble is that the tide of 
Negro and Puerto Rican new- 
comers still runs ahead of the 
bulldozers of slum clearance. The

“Addicts will go from one drug 
store to another buying at each 
the limit of four ounces of the 
syrup,” he said.

counter sales, he said.

Byrd Says 


Georgia's tourist industry, cur- 
rently bringing in $400 million a 
year, has just scratched the sur- 
face of the potential, Lt. Gov. 
Byrd said here Monday at a Geor- 
gia tourist workshop. 
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“T think we can double — or 
triple—that total,’ Byrd said as 
he asserted the state’s mountains, 
inland lakes, resorts, ocean 
beaches and island were unrivaled 
in variety among other states. 


“It’s up to us—no, it’s up to 
every Georgian—to develop our 
tourist attractions to their fullest 
potential,’ the lieutenant gover- 
nor said. 
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Byrd said if a community could 

attract 18 tourists, ‘‘just three or 

four families a day’ throughout 
the year, it would be the same as 
acquiring a new manufacturing 
plant that has an annual payroll 
of $100,000. 


And how can a town attract 
tourists? he asked, and then an- 
swered, give them what they’re 
looking for: a change. “They 
want to see and to experience 
something they do not have at 
home. It’s a simple as saying 
that the folks who live in the 
mountains also want to vacation 
at the seashore.”’ 


He noted there are three things 
in general tourists are looking 
for: natural attractions, man- 
made attractions, and _ special 
events and entertainments. 


“Both the tourist—and industry 
—are looking for communities 
which are more attractive, which 
have better living conditions, bet- 
¢ ter facilities, better civic organi- 
zations, a wide variety of recrea- 
tion activities and friendly, neigh- 
borly people,”’ Byrd added. 


“A community which goes after 
the tourist business is likely to 
find that it will benefit in many 
other ways,” he commented, 
pointing out that the six top tour- 
ist states are also the top indus- 
trial states.

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Education Can End 


Population Problem 


By BARBARA BRIGHT 

Education of women can play 
a major role in the long-run 
program of birth control for 
underdeveloped countries, ac- 
cording to Dr. Conrad Taeuber, 
assistant Director of the Bureau 
of the Census. 


“The educated woman has 
fewer children,”’ Dr: Taeuber 
said. “In the United States, 
even the girl who finishes high 
school has less children than 
the girl who starts her high 
school education and doesn't 
finish.” 

“A country’s birth rate is 
definitely affected by the posi- 
tion women hold in the coun- 
try,” he continued. ‘In some 
countries a woman's social po- 
sition is influenced by the num- 
ber of children she has — the 
more children, the more afflu- 
ence. Even the Shah of Iran 
divorced two wives because 
they bore him no male heirs. 
And here in Georgia, the poor 
and poorly educated dirt farm- 
er believes more children will 
give him more help in work- 
ing the land.” 


Educating people to the idea 
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that less children will raise 
their standard of living is es- 
pecially difficult because ‘‘in 
some countries we're dealing 
with the closely held values 
which are not necessarily the 
same as ours.” 


Dr. Taeuber’s opinion on the 

birth control aids in 

the United States’ foreign aid 

program is that “we should be 

in a position to help, but it 
should not be forced.” 


“I don’t think the United 
States can afford to preach 
birth control to anybody,”’ he 
emphasized. “Lowering the 
death rate is another thing. 
Deaths can be reduced without 
bothering the moral and re- 
ligious values — spraying with 
DDT does not violate religious 
convictions.” 

The census expert, who is 
also a sociologist, said there 
is really no definite way to 
raise the birth rate or lower it. 


URBAN POPULATION 


When questioned about the 
future for the United States’ 
mushrooming population, Dr. 
Taeuber optimistically replied 
that he “‘has faith in our abil-

ity to absorb more people, 
more cars, and a vastly larger 
urban population.” 


“If you had asked 50 years 
ago what the consequences 
would be if our population 
doubled, there would have been 
dire predictions about no nat- 
ural resources — water, coal, 
food — and the answer that we 
wouldn't be able to take care 
of that many people. But our 
population has doubled, and 
scientific progress has taken 
care of increased productivity 
of food and other necessities. 


The present U.S. birth rate is 
25 per thousand population, Dr. 
Taeuber said. The birth rate in 
countries like India is 45-50 per 
thousand. 


Dr. Taeuber stated that if 
every woman in the United 
States were having all the chil- 
dren she could biologically have, 
“our birth rate would double 
what it is now.” 


MORE MOTHERS 


“More women are having ba- 
bies now, but they aren’t having 
as many. Very few women to- 
day have no children,” he said. 
“The number of women who 
have no children has been cut 
and replaced by the woman who 
has two or three.”’ 


Smiling broadly, Dr. Taeuber 
commented that “I'd like to say 
we've equalized child bearing, 
but my wife insists we haven't.” 


The 1960 census report is ex- 
pected to verify also, Dr. Taeu- 
ber said, that the United States 
population is growing most rap- 
idly in the youngest and oldest 
age groups. The rural popula- 
tion areas will continue to de- 
cline, he said, with almost all 
increase in population expected 
to occur in metropolitan areas. 


Dr, Taeuber pointed out that 
in 1890 the father or mother was 
no longer living by the time the 
youngest child left home. In 
1960, with advanced life expect- 
ancy and fewer children, the 
middle-aged couple, both of 
whom are still living, now can 
anticipate 15 more years to- 
gether after the youngest child 
leaves home. 


With the responsibility of rear- 
ing children past, the couple 
then can take vacation trips, re- 
decorate the home, or fre- 
quently the wife returns to 
work. One-third of all married 
women in the nation are work- 
ing now, he said, adding that 
one-third of the entire labor 
force is women.

Weakest pitch I’ve heard against a stadium was made by a man 
who cites Akron, Ohio, as an argument for the defense. He points 
out that Akron owns a huge concrete white elephant. The fact that 
a stadium in Akron is drenched in red ink isn’t exactly news. Not 
even the Chamber of Commerce claims that Akron is a sports town. 


In fact, Atlanta draws more fans for the Tech-Georgia freshman 
football game than Akron draws for any sports event. So there can 
be no logical comparison between Akron and Atlanta. 


There’s a possibility that Atlanta will have three pro teams 
when a stadium is built. It has been learned from reliable sources 
that Sports, Inc., the outfit which made an all-put bid for an 
American Football League franchise, has not folded its tent. 


This group is working harder than ever to land a franchise 
in the National Football League. They make no secret of the 
fact that they feel the AFL lateraled a franchise to Eaton 
Chalkley. 


When Jim Clay and associates failed at the AFL meeting in 
Dallas, they immediately started courting the National Football 
League. They had the money, the backing and Ponce de Leon Park 
to put an AFL team into operation this fall. It was no fault of 
Sports, Inc., that the AFL sidestepped Atlanta.

The 6-1 ballot in favor of Atlanta 
promptly was reversed to a unanimous vote for Oakland. 


After the final returns were in, Lamar Hunt, founder of the 
league, told this writer that the AFL definitely wanted Atlanta in 
the league in the future. 


Clay and other members of Sports, Inc., were rather bitter over 
the curve served up in Dallas. They then focused attention on the 
NFL. Meanwhile, Mr. Chalkley grabbed the AFL ball and scored 
a franchise TD. 

Needless to say, there was no elation among members of 
Sports, Inc., over this news. They were already corresponding 
with George Halas, chairman of the NFL expansion committee. 


This was the second clash between Sports, Inc., and Mr. Chalk- 
ley. The first occurred when he obtained the Continental League 
franchise. Sports, Inc., delegates say that Mr. Chalkley jumped the 
boat and obtained the franchise without their approval.
